providing decor paper with a pattern printed on a surface thereof, said printed 
pattern being adhered to said surface by a mordant; 

impregnating said decor paper with a thermosettable resin; and 
laminating the decor paper to a substrate.

16. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14 wherein said mordant is 
incorporated within an impregnating solution of said thermosettable resin, and wherein 
said printed pattern being adhered to said surface bv t reatment of said decor sh e et with 
said mordant is carried out by impregnating said decor sheet with a thermosetting 
solution containing said mordant. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14 wherein said printed pattern being 
adhered to said surface bv t r e atment with said mordant is carried out before said 
impregnating step. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14 wherein the mordant is selected 
fromfeffii the group consisting of aluminum phosphate, calcium acetate, aluminum 

sulfate, sodium formate, a_zirconium compounds alte, potassium aluminum sulfate, 
potassium dichromate or bichromate, copper sulfate,ffi ferrous sulfate, stannous chloride, 
sodiumyffl dithionite, sodium hydrosulfate, ammonium hydroxide, potassium bitartrate, 
sodium sulfate, calcium oxide^ sodixmi carbonate, iron salats, copper salts, tin salts, citric 
aci d, calcium ac e tat e _ and mixtures thereof

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25. (Cuxrently Amended) The method of claim 148 wherein the laminate is coated 
with a protective overcoating comprising particles of an abrasion resistant mineral. 

26. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 25 wherein the abrasion resistant 
mineral particles comprise larger particles of alumina and smaller particles of silica gel , 
said smaller particles having a mean particle diameter of approximately one-half of said 
larger particles. 

27. (Currently Amended) ABie method of preparing a decorative laminate. 

comprising: 

eiaim^ providing decor paper with a pattern printed on a surface thereof said printed 
pattern being adhered to said surface by a mordant: 

impregnating said decor paper with a thermosettable resin: 

laminating the decor paper to a substrate: and 

coating the laminate with a protective overcoating of abrasion resistant mineral 

particles, wherein the abrasion resistant mineral particles comprise larger particles of 
alumina having where in th e larg e r particles ar e alumina particl e s of a mean particle size 
of approximately 30-35)j.m5 and the-smaller particles are-of sihca ge l particles .
